Did they come of their own accord 
or were they sent here by other towns and 
cities which were glad to have their pro- 
ductive industry during the summer but 
anxious to get rid of them when winter 
came? 

These are questions which the city 
council should clear up, and clear up with- 
out any delay. To neglect the matter 
would be to leave other communities free 
to point to Edmonton as a “dead’’ town, 
where unemployment is abnormal in win- 
ter even when in other centres there are 
few who cannot find work. And, what 
would be equally harmful, to spread the 
notion that any, unemployed man who may 
make his way to Edmonton, or who may 
be sent here, will be taken care of. 

Edmonton has a responsibility toward 
its own unemployed. That responsibility 
it has never shirked and never should 
shirk. But Edmonton should not for a 
moment allow itself to be made a ‘“‘dump- 
ing place’’ for all the unemployed men in 
the province! nor allow the idea to spread

Answer: The condiments you have 
mentioned are always irritating and 
of course injure im proportion to 
the excess amount in which they 
are used, It seems necessary to fla- 
vor food with salt, especially when 
it is overcooked and the natural so- 
dium chloride destroyed. The use 
of excessive amounts of condiments 
will undoubtedly bring ou an in-
